PRESIDENTS ADDRESS AT ° 
HOSPITAL AID MEETING 

The following ts the address of Mrs. 
I’, (M,. (Morgan, president of the Wo- 
men’s Aid of Royal Alexandra hospital 
submitted at the annual meeting on 
Monday in All Saints school room, 

Today we gather together for our 
annual meeting and f am pleased to 
note that there is an increasing inter- 
est in our work 

This has been a most eventful year, 
especially on account of the terrible 
war that has been raging for the past 
tive months and in which our Empire 
and our Canada are taking such an 
Important part. I am sure it is the 
prayer of all that it may soon be over. 

This year has been a successful one 
for the Hospital Ald notwithstanding 
financial conditions and the war. Our 
paid membership is much larger than 
any previous year, numbering 393 
which is a good work hi itself. 

Rose Day was inaugurated in June, 
and was no easy task but our labors 
were abundantly rewarded. During the 
day we collected nearly one thousand 
dollars. 

The tea and musical given by Mrs, 
John A, McDougall for those who as- 
sisted on Rose Day, was very much 
enjoyed by ail present. 

In the spring | undertook the furn- 
ishing of the Nurses’ Home and was 
very successful and after completion 
an “at home” was given under the 
auspices of the Ladies’ Hospital Aid, 
and was one of the most delightful 
and brilliant affairs of the season. 

I am much pleased with this work 
as tt has and will give in years to come, 
much comfort and pleasure to those 
who occupy the home. At present we 
have seven head nurses, and thirty- 
two in training, and if we are to have 
good results from our nurses it {s ne- 
cessary that they should have every 
comfort when off duty, and when they 
receive thelr diplomas, and enter on 
the duties of private nursing, we feel 
sure they will not only do themselves 
credit, but also to Miss Gilmore, under 
whose guiding hand they receive their 
training, and the institution from 
which they graduated, 

The Royal Alexandra Hospital is 
fully equipped and furnished with 
everything that will add to the com- 
fort of the patients. During the year 
there has been 2820 patients treated, 
Made up of medical 1034, surgical 
1568, maternity 218, The dally average 
being 74 the number of operations 
1946, 

We are all proud of our hospital and 
it is worth working for, After the war 
broke out we were calied upon to 
mate a donation towards the furnish- 
ing of a hos a1i ship. I called a spe- 
cial meeting for this purpose, when the

The proprietor corroborated hin 
as to the time of the ejection, aud 
said Malack had not returned at 
9:30 when he left, The coroner

I og 1911 who bore to victory the 
banner inscribed in flaming let- 
ters, ‘‘No truck or trade with the 
Yankees?’ 

The Minneapolis papers an- 
nounce that the railways are cut- 
ting their rates by ‘from twenty- 
five to forty-five per cent. on corn 
from Minneapolis to points in the 
Canadian West; because, first, 
Canadian farmers need the corn, 
and, second, the United States has 
surplus to get rid of, 

‘'o those who might think that 
under such circumstances a re- 
duetion in railway rates would be 
desirable and of general benefit 
it becomes necessary to point out 
that Canada has a government 
which was elected to office as an 
exponent of the idea that we 
should trade as little as possible 
with every other country in the 
world, but especially not with the 
United States. They were placed 
on guard to prevent the carrying 
trade of Canada from moving be- 
tween north and south instead of 
between west and east. Now they 
allow an adjustment of railway 
rates intended to promote trade 
with the United States and to al- 
low it to be carried from south to 
north. 

Uf the policy of 1911 was die- 
tated by Canadian patriotism and 
imperial loyalty, as was then 
loudly and persistently asserted, 
the present policy must be dis- 
loyal, treasonable and subject to 
condemnation with those respon- 
sible for it. But perhaps what 
was disloyalty in a Liberal gov- 
ernment is the perfection of loy- 
alty when done by a Conserva- 
tive-Nationalist government. 

By the way, it seems a little 
strange that there is such strong 
objection to Canadian farmers 
selling wheat in the States and so 
little to the United States farmer 
selling corn in Canada. The West- 
ern Canada harvest of 1911 was 
very heavy and very badly dam- 
aged. The railway blockade caus- 
ed immense loss: Late in the sea 
son to relieve the blockade the 
Canadian government secured an 
arrangement with the railways 
for a reduced rate on grain to cer 
tain United States points in bond 
und for export only. If the grain 
were sold in the States the full 
railway rate as well as the duty 
had to be paid. At that time it 
would have been of immense béeny 
fit to the Canadian farmers if 
they could have had reduced rail- 
way rates to the States on grain 
to be sold there. But the govern. 
ment held to its policy of ‘‘No 
truck or trade with the Yankees’’ 
when the Canadian farmer want- 
ed to sell, Now that the Canadian 
farmer wants to buy, trade with 
the Yankees is permitted. Con- 
sideration for the welfare of Can 
ada and the Empire only pernits 
the rule to work one way. 

This is all the more notable 
from an Edmonton standpoint be- 
¢ause the shortage of crop which 
is the excuse for the action taken 
dia not affect this district, On 
the contrary, Edmonton has oats, 
barley and potatoes to sell in 
quantities ample to supply the 
needs of the drought-stricken por- 
tions of the West, and would be 
glad to supply them, at a price. 
Whatever the right or wrong of 
the matter in theory, the cold fact 
is that there is plenty of feed in 
Western Canada to supply — its 
own needs, That to cheapen the 
cost of imported grain is to re- 
duce the value of the home pro 
duct, If we are allowed to sell in 
the States when we have a sur- 
plus and they are short, there is 
no reason why they should not 


sell to us when they have a sur-} °*
